The 
Hiiit bi'uuj(lit liy M"*' GuiiiuH 
(Mrs, Whitney) was agaiuit tlio ti'us- 
u;«8 for eomo proi)orty loft by lier 
futliur, Dantol Clark, under liiii will 
orl811, which liad tiien been proba- 
ted, but I'veiitiinlly (lint was ubaii- 
doiicd, us hlic ( hiiiiii il to have diH- 
eovuri'il pi iiMriif ii liiii'r will, in which 
hIih \vii>^ ri'<'oj;iii/.(i(l as his sole hoir. 
TIiIh will wiiH iioror prodnoed in 
court, but a man uaniod FrancoiH 
Dusnan l)c Im Croix, an Intiniule 
friend of Clark, toslilled that it hud 
lici'ii read to hiniby (Mark hiinsoll H 
aIiim I liiiiu iircvlons to hia doath, and 
ho was tula it would be found alter 
his demise in a little black box in the 
room he occupied. A* (oon as Clark 
died De La Croix looked in (hi! box 
lor the will, but failed to liiid it. 
Tills liowever, was the baHis of tliu 
claim which nIio lias |iroscciiled fur 
forlv yeai H against llio city of New 
Oi'leaiiH luid others who had purchas- 
ed the property of Ralf and Chew, 
the administrators under the will of 
1811. 

Mm. Myra Chirk (iaiiies wai iMirii 
In New Orleans in ISOV llcr talhcr. 
Daniel Clark, born in Ullzr, I rcland, 
about ITALemigraled lo Now Orleans, 
where he Inherited his iinclo's prop- 
erly in 179». lie was United Hlatc^ 
consul there Itefore the nc(|uisi(ii)ti of 
TiOuisaiia, and roprosciilcd (ho Terri- 
tory in ( '(iiij(ic-» i" IHOi't-H. lliMlicil 
ill New Orleuu«, Auj^iist 1(1, 18l:i, and 
Ills estate was disposed of under the 
{irovi.ionsof a will, which gave the 
property to his mother, M«ry Clai k. 
wild had followed hlni to America, 
and was living at (ierinantowii, I'a. 
Ills Imsiiicss parliicrs. Half and Clew, 
were the oxecuturs. Clark was re- 
portad a bacbslor, but was Known to 
have had * llatwn with a young 
Frenoh woman, daring the absence 
of her i«pa(«d hnaband In Euro|io. 
Two daughters were horn of this cnn- 
iieclloii, one in riilladolnhla In April, 
lH02,tho other, Mvra, in Now Orleans. 
Tb« latter was taken to the bouso of 
Ool. Davli, a friend of Clark's, nursed 
by a Mrs. Harper, and In 181'2 went 
with Davis' ftunUv to reside in I'liila- 
dolphia, where she passmi l)y (he 
name of Myra Davis. In 1830 Davis, 
being then In tho I.«gUlatiire, sent 
home for certain paiicrs, and Myra in 
sMkrohIng for them dlscovere<l some 
letters which partially revealed the 
cireunistaiiccs of lii'r birtli. 

In 18:12 she married \V. \V. Wiilt- 
ucy, of .New York, who, in following 
lip the discovery, received from Davis 
an old letter which gave an account 
of a will made by Daniel Clark In 181.'l, 
jiiNt 111 I'oiv his dcalh,|V'»'ing all his 
csiali' lo Myra, and ackiiowlcdjjiii},' 
her as his legitliiiatu daughter. 
Willi iM v and his.wili! wenttoMauii- 
za.«, Cuba, saw (he writer of (ho letter, 
ami after collecting other evideiw c 
instituted suit to recover llic esialc, 
which iiicludMl some of the most 
valuable properly in New Orleans. 
Ou the trial of m'le of llioso tauios 
Mrs. Harper tesiilied that tourweoks 
liefoi-o M" death, Clark ahowed her 
the will ho had Just made In flavor o( 
Myra, iierinitting her to read it from 
licViiiiiinjr lo end, and ni^kiioiyledfing 
llie cliildV Ici^illiiiacy. 

Itaioii Itoisleiitaiiie testilied tliat 
Clark told him the contenU of the 
will and acknowledged tho child. 
On thia and other almtlar eTidouce 
the lost or destroyed will was receiv- 
cd;by the Supremo Court of T/inls- 
aoa as the last will of Daniel ( lark, 
ny the law of liouialana a tosutor 
cannot make doviaes luhUadultnrjno 
bastaiil. It was proved by two sisters 
of Myra's mother that Clark privately 
married hor in 1803, a Catliollc priest 
officiating, sho having previously 
learned that 1)08 (i ranges, her sup- 
posed husband, had a prior wife liv- 
ing, and waa therefore not legally hor 
husband. 

Clark's contemplated acknowledg- 
ment of the marriage was said lo 
have boon frustrated by suspicions of 
hor fldolltv, and deserted by him 
sho contracted a tliird marriage. In 
another suit another United States 
Supi-eino Coui-t decided that the fact 
of the marriage and the lef^timacy 
was established. 

Mi-s. Whitney survived her bus- 
baud and mariiod Uoii. Uuines, and 
survived him also. In 1866 she filled 
a aait in the United SUtea Supremo 
Court to recover valuable real estate 
Ihcii in possotsion of the citv af New 
Orleans, and a decision in her flavor 
was rendered in the Docoml>or term, 
1867. 

This substautlallv concluded one of 
tho most celebralea cases over tried. 
Tho viluo of the property claimed 
was estimated in 1861 at |35,0(X),000, 
of which Mrs. Gaines bad, up to 1874 
uljtaiiicd possession of 16,000,000, and 
lutinerous actions for ejectment were 
still in progress. _

Tlic oij^anlzatlon of tho Boston 
"Men's Kights Society" is the first 
stop towanl tho emancipation of man. 
For generations a false public senii- 
ment 'lias deprived men of skirts and 
compulled them to wear that badge 
of servitude, trousers. So long as 
men can be made to wear trousoi'S 
they will vontinuo to bo the abject 
*ex. The phyelcal deiorioration of 
civilized man, which hu been be- 
wailed by all thoughtful persons 
and attributed to a variety of causes 
not one of which I'.-is really had 
anything to do wiih the matter, is 
the result of wearing trousers. It 
man i* to rival the robuet llritisli 
matron or tlie dnewey New-England 
*choolml*tre*a he must be permitted 
to wear skirta, and the Boston "Men's 
lUght* Society" is formed to begin 
an agitation in behalf of man's 
emancipation from tr;;ujers, the 
triumpn of which, though il may bo 
long delayed, is morally certain. 

Trousers are entirely incompatible 
with health. They alford the male 
legs no adequate protection from the 
elements. A woman when driving 
in a carriage ou a cold day, cau fold 
her skirt* about her in a way to great- 
ly lucreaso the warmth of her person, 
but man has no way of folding his 
trousers so as to increase their \)rty 
teclive powcrrs. lu rainy weather, 
a mall's waler-jiroof coal and niiibicl 
la all'ui'd him no protection below 
the knees. The rAiu di-ive* against 
the lower part of his ti outer* and 
renders them thoroughly wet, and, 
as they fit closely lo his i)e<-jon, wet 
trousers naturally chill the wearer. 
The result esijccially when a man is 
compelled to wear wet trousers fur 
several hour* i* frequently lUiie** of 
a more or leas eerlou* character. A 
woman on the contrary, finds hor 
skirts an admirable protection 
against rain. She wears tbi-ee or 
four skirls at the same time ami, 
owing to tho shape of "dross im- 
provers" and other like devioea 
wbloh she woLTs under her skirts, 
the latter do not habitually U)a«lilier 
ankles. Thus the wetting of one or 
two skirts does not pi-udUco any 
sensation ofdampucss in tlie region 
of tho stockings, and tho v.'carar is 
not subjected to the danger of taking 
cold. Moieover, a woman whose 
outer skirts are damp can always 
turn them up and dry thnm with Ihe 
aid of a grate fire, a process which 
cannot be applied to trousers. If 
ourwomeu would only try (o walk 
in wet weather with no protection 
tot their ankles except ordinary 
trouier*, they would wonder how 
men have ever been willing to wear 
aucb useless and dangerous gar 
ments. . 

In muddy weather th>"°ors become 
not only dangeroni to health but 
revolting to persona with any sense 
of decency. 'The mud not only 
sprinkles the exterior of tho trousoi'S, 
but it plasters .(ho interioroftliein 
to the height of at least three inches 
from the top of the log. A woman 
in muddy weather can lift up her 
skirta and keep them out of the mud, 
but no man can lift np his trousers. 
The only thing be can do is to turn 
up tho bottoms of them— a practice 
wliieh not only gives a well-dressed 
■nan tho apixiaraiico of a tramp, at 
leaat below the knee*, but which 
oonverli the bottom* of trooser legs 
Into reservoirs for the accumulation 
of mud and water. One has but to 
contrast the appearance oft woman 



walking brisklly over a muddy pave- 
ment, with her skirls gracefully held 
up ont of Ihe mud hy one hand, and 
that of a imin stolidly stii.liiig along 
Willi his trousoi'S, from tho knees 
downward, spattered and splasliid 
with mud, and his stockings — could 
llicy lie seen- in even a worse pliglil, 
It is no wonder that our young iikmi 
arc feeble, thin-legged and uarrow- 
cliested.
